No reply to phone question 
in pedestrian death crash

A DRIVER has refused to say if he was on a 
mobile phone at the time his car was hit by a 
police vehicle. 

The police vehicle went on to mount the pave¬ 
ment and killed two pedestrians. 

Chef Nizam Uddin was called to give evidence at 
the trial of PC Kerry Smith, whose Astra Panda 
crashed into his silver Toyota Celica in Leagrave 
Road, Luton. 

The jury at St Albans Crown Court heard that, 
after receiving legal advice, Mr Uddin would not 
answer questions that might lead to him being 
prosecuted for a criminal offence. 

The police car veered across the road, killing 
Algerians Reda Lecheheb, 35, and Sidali Melal, 27, 
who had been out for a meal with two friends. It 
went on to crash through garden walls and 
smashed into the front of a terraced house. 

PC Smith, 25, and a colleague were speeding 
along Leagrave Road, with blue lights flashing 
and siren sounding in response to a report of 
three men armed with a gun. 

The crash happened at around 11.50pm on June 
4 last year, as Mr Uddin went to turn right into 
Holland Road to go to his brother’s house. 

Mr Uddin, who was aided by a Bengali inter¬ 
preter in court on Thursday, said he had returned 
from working at a restaurant in Tring, Hert¬ 
fordshire, and had been dropped off at a house in 
Portland Road, Luton, before getting into his own 
car to drive to his brother’s. 

He said: “I slowed down the car and looked in the 
right mirror. I checked the front and positioned 
myself to turn right. My car was hit at the front. 

“When I checked my mirror there wasn’t any 
vehicle behind me. When I was hit, that was the 
first time I realised there was a car.” He said he 
had indicated to turn right. 

He said his mobile phone was in his pocket but 
when asked if he received a call on his journey he 
replied: “I don’t want to say anything about the 
phone this time. I used the phone after the

AN MP has claimed that the 
Prime Minister apologised 
‘profusely’ to her over text 
after the way he handled her 
question in the House of 
Commons. 

Conservative Nadine Dorries 
(pictured), who represents the 
Mid Bedfordshire constituency 
which includes Toddington, 
had urged David Cameron to 
show Deputy PM Nick Clegg 
‘who’s the boss’ after claims the 
Liberal Democrat Party leader 
pressured him into dropping 
his support on her abortion 
advice campaign. 

During Prime Minister’s 
Questions on Wednesday, she 
asked Mr Cameron: “Does the 
Prime Minister think it is about 
time he told the Deputy Prime 
Minister who is the boss?’ 

Mr Cameron struggled to 
reply through schoolboy laugh¬ 
ter in the Chamber and said: “I 
know that the honourable Lady 
is extremely frustrated.” He was 
interrupted by more laughter 
at the unintentional innuendo 
before conceding and adding: 
“I am going to give up on this 
one.” 

But Ms Dorries told Luton on 
Sunday the PM contacted her 
immediately after the session 
to apologise. 

She said: “Almost as soon as 



PMQs were over, I received a 
text message from the Prime 
Minister, in which he apolo¬ 
gised profusely. 

“The first thing he asked for 
when he got into the PM’s car 
was a phone to text me. I regard 
that as the action of a man who 
was truly sorry and a display of 
humility, not arrogance.” 

After the incident Ms Dorries’ 
abortion amendment was 
defeated 368 votes to 118 in the 
Commons. If passed it would 
have banned charities that pro¬ 
vide abortions to offer coun¬ 
selling to women. The 
Government has however 
promised to consult on 
improving the services offered 
to women seeking termina¬ 
tions. 


Protesters gather outside jail 
for the release of EDL leader 


POLITICAL activists gathered outside 
a prison in a show of support for their 
leader who is currently remanded in 
the jail. 

Around 30 members of the English 
Defence League (EDL) were stood 
near to the entrance of Bedford 
Prison on Wednesday with pictures of 
Tommy Robinson, of Luton, claiming 
his human rights are being breached. 

It follows bail conditions enforced 
by Blackburn Magistrates’ Court that 
require Mr Robinson not to partake 
in activities relating to the EDL. 

Last weekend he was alleged to have 
broken these conditions at a demon¬ 
stration of the EDL in Tower Hamlets. 
He appeared before Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday and 
was remanded in custody. 

Kevin Carroll, also of Luton, who is 
key figurehead for the group, was 
among the demonstrators outside of 
the prison. 

Speaking using a megaphone, he 
said: “One man has been jailed for an 
alleged offence he hasn’t committed 
and the alleged victim has sworn in a 
document that it wasn’t Tommy 
Robinson who hit him. 

“This country is becoming more 
like China every year. Tommy has 
more bravery in his little finger than

the powers that be in Westminster.” 
One EDL supporter, Dave Hedges, of 
Dunstable, said: “Why shouldn’t he 
be able to speak? Tommy Robinson is 
being persecuted and we are all here 
to show our support to a great bloke.” 

Barry Taylor, of Milton Keynes, 
added: “I’m not a member of the EDL 
but I am a democratic activist. 

“I might not necessarily agree with 
Tommy Robinson but if he’s not been 
convicted of a crime then he should 
be able to have his say.” 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire 
Police said the protest passed off 
without any incident.

accident. I am not going to say anything about 
the mobile phone before the accident.” 

Ann Evans, prosecuting, asked: “Were you dis¬ 
tracted at the time you were turning into Holland 
Road?” He replied: “No.” 

Defence barrister Mark Fennells said: “You know 
you did not look before you turned.” Mr Uddin 
said: “I already said I looked and I turned right”. 

Another driver, security officer Shamzad 
Hussain, had picked up a friend from the town 
centre and was driving along Leagrave Road 
when he saw the flashing lights of the car behind 


him. He pulled over to let the police car go past. 
It is alleged the police car then approached the 
Celica and, rather than trying to get behind it 
and to its left as it turned right, went further over 
to the right side of the road, causing the crash. 

The jury was told the pre-impact speed of the 
Toyota was 13mph. The police Astra was travel¬ 
ling in the region of at least 56mph on the 30mph 
road at the time. 

Mrs Evans said: “The calculations also show 
that the police vehicle was under maximum 
acceleration all the way along Leagrave Road - in 
other words PC Smith must have had his foot flat 


down on the accelerator and only started to 
brake when the Astra was travelling in the region 
of 66 to 72mph. 

“This scenario suggests that PC Smith was trav¬ 
elling too fast into a developing hazard - the 
Celica in front of him turning right. 

“He misjudged this hazard by driving too fast in 
all the circumstances to such an extent that the 
misjudgement tragically caused the deaths of 
two innocent pedestrians.” 

PC Smith denies two counts of causing death 
by dangerous driving.

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Trust ‘disappointed’ after ambulance service misses target 


AN AMBULANCE service has 
come bottom in a national 
league table of call-out 
response times. 

Statistics released by the 
Department of Health last 
week show that the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
(EEAST) was the only service 


not to hit the standard 75 per 
cent for reaching calls within 
eight minutes in July 
It is the second consecutive 
month EEAST has failed to 
meet the target and while the 
national average was 76.4 per 
cent, our service came in at 
just 74.8 per cent. 


The trust was also one of 
two services that failed to 
reach the 95 per cent target of 
responding within 19 min¬ 
utes of an emergency call 
having achieved 94.8 per 
cent. 

EEAST spokesman Gary 
Sanderson said: “The trust is 


of course disappointed with 
the results for the month of 
July but the target is meas¬ 
ured on an annual basis and 
the trust currently is exceed¬ 
ing its target on a year to date 
position with performance of 
the month of August much 
stronger than in July.” 


Man’s 18-year sentence 
for attempted murder

A MAN has been jailed for 18 years 
after being found guilty of attempted 
murder. 

Omar Richards, 22, who lived in 
Stronnell Close, Luton, at the time of 
the offence, was sentenced 
in relation to a shooting on 
May 10 last year outside the 
Cooperative Store in 
Wigmore Lane. 

Richards had previously 
pleaded guilty to the pos¬ 
session of a firearm and 
ammunition in a public 
place and the possession of 
a firearm with intent to 
cause fear of violence. 

During the sentencing on 
Thursday at Luton Crown 
Court, Richards was told 
that he will now serve a 
minimum of nine years in 
prison before being eligible 
for parole. 

The officer in charge of 
the investigation, Detective 
Constable Thomas Hamm, 
said after the sentencing: “I would like 
to thank those members of the public 
who helped bring this man to justice. 


“The length of the sentence today 
reflects the fear and danger Richards 
posed to the general public and reflects 
the force’s resolve to remove violent 
criminals from our streets and make 
our towns safer places to live, work and 
visit.” 

Bedfordshire Police said they have a 
zero tolerance app¬ 
roach towards the use 
and possession of ille¬ 
gal firearms and contin¬ 
ue their crackdown 
against criminals in the 
county.

Approach, Belmont, to 
export vehicles stolen from 
outside properties, some of 
which were in Hertfordshire 
and London, to various 
African nations. 

Detective Constable Chris 
Rawson said: “These men 
were involved in organised 
crime. 

“They had links with the 
burglars who stole the vehi¬ 
cles and were exporting 
them to make money. I am 


pleased they have been given 
prison sentences. 

“Officers work tirelessly to 
prevent burglaries and 
where they occur ensure 
offenders are brought to 
justice. 

“This was an excellent job 
by officers to bring these 
men before the courts and I 
hope this serves as a warn¬ 
ing to others that we will do 
all we can to put people 
before the courts.”

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Experts cost 
council £26m

A CASH-STRAPPED 
authority spent almost 
£26 million on hiring 
specialist services in just 
seven months. 

But Central 

Bedfordshire Council, 
which used the money to 
pay external companies, 
experts and consultants 
to help out on specific 
projects between January 
and July this year, has 
claimed this is more cost 
effective than having ‘in- 
house’ specialists. 

The amounts - which 
were published on the 
council’s online accounts 
under the umbrella of 
'professional service - 
consultancy' - total more 
than ten per cent of the 
council’s £200m-plus 
budget for 2011/12. 

The authority claims the 
spend does not just cover 
consultants but includes 



all work hired in, includ¬ 
ing such things as legal 
advice, engineering 
expertise and architectur¬ 
al services. 

Liberal Democrat Cllr 
Nigel Aldis said: “This is 
an issue we’ve been going 
on about for sometime. 

“Employing temporary 


experts to do things, espe¬ 
cially when we are making 
staff redundant, isn’t 
right. 

“I would have though we 
would have the capacity, 
as a large organisation 
like Central Beds, to do 
things in-house. 

Consultants don’t come 
cheap. It’s unnecessary.” 

The authority paid out a 
total of £25,837,175.94 on 
buying in these services, 
with the highest spend by 
the Sustainable 

Communities directorate, 
which paid out 

£13,634,830 in the seven 
months spending 

£3,148,142.57 in May. 

Cllr Maurice Jones 

(pictured) said: “The term 
consultancy can be 
misleading. In many 

cases, we get the best 
value by buying in private 
sector services as and 
when they are needed, 
rather than maintaining 
in-house teams.” 


Crackdown on number plate car crime 


BEDFORDSHIRE Police 
are continuing to clamp 
down on car crime in the 
area, with two events in 
the next months to help 
reduce theft from motor 
vehicles. 

The ‘Your Number’s Up’ 
campaign, which was 
rolled out in early July in 
Central Bedfordshire, 
launched in Luton at the 
start of the month. 

On Thursday, police offi¬ 
cers and PSCOs will be 
offering motorists the 
chance to have their car 
number plates fitted with 
free tamper-proof screws 
and advice on crime pre¬ 


vention at the car parks in 
Quantock Rise, 

Bramingham Park and at 
Mecca Bingo in Skimpot 
Lane on September 27. 

Both events will run 
from noon until 4pm. 

Detective Chief 

Inspector Greg Horsford 
said: “I’d encourage as 
many people as possible 
from Luton and across 
Bedfordshire to take 
advantage of this free 
service which could save 
them a huge amount of 
money in the future.”

Cops spend £l.lm 
on consultant fees 


MORE than El.lmillion has been spent 
by Bedfordshire Police on hiring 
external consultants and services in 
the past three years. 

Between 2008 and 2010 the hard- 
up force paid out £1,125,909 to 
companies and individuals, with the 
largest amount being in 2009, when 
£440,622 was forked out, with 
£398,455 in 2008 and £286,831 in 
2010. 

Some of the type of work paid for 
included training, investigations, 
mediation, management consultancy, 
blackberry projects benefits survey, 
media, legal project management, 
victim support and CCTV survey. 

The figures - which came to light 
following a request under the 
Freedom of Information Act - were 
revealed while the force is having to 
make £6.2 million efficiency savings 
in the coming year and following a 
million pound in-year funding cut in 
2010 / 11 . 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman 
said: “In order to ensure we continue 
to provide an effective and efficient 
policing response to the public it has 
and continues to streamline the 
number of staff employed with 
specialist skills and knowledge. 

“Ad-hoc work and projects still have 
to be undertaken, however, for legal, 
statutory, training or research and 
evaluation needs. 

“By outsourcing that, work 
objectives are still met without the 
need to employ someone on a full 
time basis, which would be more 
costly. 

“In addition, external providers can 
often bring a different viewpoint 
ensuring the force maintains its high 
standard of public focus and 
satisfaction in the services it 
provides. Consultants and specialists 
are used by all forces only if the work 
cannot not be done ‘in-house’. 

“We are as always very aware of the 
financial pressures being placed upon 
us and only undertake such contracts 
when it is absolutely necessary.”

Juror’s 14-day jail 
term for court lie

A WOMAN juror who tried to get 
out of jury service by claiming 
she had been approached by two 
men whose case she was trying 
has been jailed. 

Iram Naz arrived at Luton 
Crown Court last month and told 
alarmed officials there how she 
had been approached the night 
before in Bury Park Road, Luton, 
by the two defendants. 

She wrote a note to the judge to 
report the matter and even went 
into court that morning to tell 
him how the two young Asian 
men had asked her ‘Are you going 
to plead us guilty or not guilty?’ 

But what Naz, 20, did not know 
was that both had been 
remanded in custody the day 
before and could not possibly 
have approached her in Bury Park 
Road. 


Judge Michael Kay said her lies 
had been behind her attempt to 
get out of her two week jury 
service stint. 

On Thursday Naz returned to 
the same court to be sentenced, 
having earlier been found guilty 
of contempt of court. Judge Kay 
jailed her for 14 days. 

She started her two weeks of 
jury service on August 1 this year. 

The following day she was 
selected to be on the jury for the 
trial of two young Asian men who 
were pleading not guilty to an 
offence of robbery. 

At the start of the trial the pair 
were on bail but because they 
were found wandering around at 
the rear of the court during an 
adjournment, they were remand¬ 
ed in custody at the end of the 
afternoon - after the jury had 
been sent home. 

The following morning Naz 
arrived at court with a tale of how 


she’d been approached the 
evening before in Bury Park Road. 

She claimed that, on leaving 
court the day before, she’d gone 
shopping and she said she was 
approached by the two defen¬ 
dants while on the phone. 

She was taken into court to tell 
the judge the story once more and 
when he asked her if she was sure, 
she replied that she was. 

As a result, she was discharged 
from further jury service and the 
trial continued with 11 jurors. It 
finished on August 3 with one 
young man being convicted and 
the other acquitted. 

But because of her claims Naz, 
of Oldfield Road, Bedford, found 
herself hauled back into the court 
last month facing a contempt of 
court matter. 

Barrister Alex Krickler, who 
represented Naz, said she was a 
full-time carer for her mother, 
who is ill with bone cancer.

Convicts complete up to 
£ 600 k of unpaid work

CRIMINALS provided almost 
100,000 hours of unpaid work 
last year across Bedfordshire 
amounting to the equivalent of 
nearly £600,000. 

As part of the Community 
Payback Scheme offenders are 
ordered to carry out work for free 
as part of their punishment. 

Between April 2010 and March 
this year, magistrates in Luton 
and Bedford dished out more 
than 1,000 unpaid work require¬ 
ments with defendants ordered 
to complete a total of 132,258 
hours. 

And in the same period, based 
on the minimum wage of £5.93 
per hour, they provided almost 


AN inquest has been opened into 
the death of a mother who was 
murdered last month.

£600k of work. Most of the tasks

and scrub-clearance in winter. 
Others work carrying out tasks 
such as painting benches and 
general repairs.

Following careful assessment to 
ensure they are suitable, some of 
these work in charity shops, but 
they could also be washing dishes 
or cleaning at leisure centres and 
similar, or be out onsite doing 
conservation work. 

Alison Harding, assistant chief 
officer at Bedfordshire Probation 
Trust, said: “Community Payback 
makes a very valuable contribu¬ 
tion to the local economy, 
enabling work to be carried out 
that otherwise would not get 
done.”

Family help is out there 

SIR - The figures published in Aviva’s

Cops hit road to combat 
law-breaking motorists

TWENTY seven vehicles have been 
seized and 83 drivers warned in a sum¬ 
mertime police crackdown on anti¬ 
social motorists. 

Bedfordshire Police have been combat¬ 
ing the problem across Dunstable, 
Houghton Regis and nearby villages with 
a campaign as part of Operation Meteor. 

From the end of June until the schools 
returned this week, officers have targeted 
nuisance motorists using mini-motos, 
mopeds, motorbikes, cars or any other 
vehicle which has been the cause of anti¬ 
social behaviour. 


So far, the summer phase of Operation 
Meteor has seen 83 Section 59 warnings 
being issued in Dunstable, Houghton 
Regis and the surrounding villages. 

Police have also seized 27 vehicles 
including a car which was suspected of 
driving at almost lOOmph in a 30mph 
zone. 

One driver was charged with a drink 
driving offence while three were found 
without insurance, three were discovered 
not to have a driving licence at all and two 
were found to be using a vehicle other¬ 
wise in accordance with the licence that 
they held. 

PCSO Luke Jenkins, who has been co¬ 
ordinating the operation, said: “This has 


been a hugely successful venture by 
Bedfordshire Police and I think that the 
public feel reassured that we are doing 
everything within our powers to crack¬ 
down on anti-social behaviour in and 
around Dunstable and Houghton Regis. 

“Residents across Bedfordshire should 
not have to worry about vehicles tearing 
up and down the streets in which they 
live or in the alleyways surrounding 
them. 

“The high amount of seizures shows 
how big a problem this is and although 
the summer section of Operation Meteor 
is finishing, officers will continue to use 
Section 59 to ensure that the public 
remain safe.”

N OW I am not a man for 
the countryside. Even 
though I was born in the 
leafy glades of Mid Beds, give 
me a town or city any day. 

This is not the normal 
response. I remember a 
Conservative county councillor 
once standing up and stating 
that most people would like to 
live in the country but as that 
would be self-defeating, most 
people would have to be disap¬ 
pointed. 

He might be choking on his 
beer if he reads the latest bullish 
statement from his Conservative 
colleagues in Government. 

Chancellor George Osborne 
and Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles are saying the 
Government is determined to 
press ahead with changes in 
planning law which will make it 
easier to get permission to build 
in our countryside. 

Decisions about planning 
applications should assume yes 
unless there are strong reasons 
not to. At the moment the oppo¬ 
site seems the case, although it 
is often difficult to tell as there 
are more than 1,000 pages of 
policy. 

This will be cut to 52, to make 
planning and therefore building 
much easier to accomplish. 

It deserves a half-hearted 
cheer, as planning departments 
can make life difficult for what 
often seem the most simple 
applications. 

And while I would not support 
concreting the entire green belt, 
it is perhaps time for

A rural plan could 
boost our villages 


villages to take some of the 
building demands if ever we get 
an economy that is growing. Not 
just housing but commercial 
development should be consid¬ 
ered as well. 

Many villages used to boast 
one or two small factories, 
which have recently been given 
the planning taboo. And when 
you look around it is difficult to 
argue that over-fussy and 
demanding planners have 
improved the eye-line. 

I say half a cheer because it 
might be a little harder than it 
appears to allow a free-for-all in 
rural planning. While apparently 
a boring subject, when I was a 
local government reporter plan¬ 
ning meetings attracted the 
largest audiences, which for 
some applications could be sev¬ 
eral hundred strong. 

Rural communities will not be 
backward in setting up protest 
movements to any planning 
they dislike and it will be the 
Tory MPs who will be feeling the 
heat, as they monopolise these 
constituencies. 

There is also the fact that 
many urban brownfield sites are 
more expensive to clear and 
prepare for building, so devel¬ 
opers may prefer to leave them 


alone in favour of farmers’ 
fields. This will be bad for town 
and countryside, although a few 
farmers might be happy to make 
a quick buck. But a boost to vil¬ 
lages could help sustain their 
pubs and shops and they might 
start to look less like retirement 
estates with large gardens. They 
might even start to appeal to us 
townies. 

T HERE are lies, damned lies 
and statistics. The latest 
research appears to show 
that a person’s month of birth 
could help determine the job or 
career they end up in. 

This is not, the researchers 
hasten to add, anything to do 
with astrology, because, they 
say, that is just rubbish. Unlike 
this naturally.

As there 
are not many of them around, 
the statistical pool must be quite 
small. 

It could just be chance. But 
obviously those who work in 
statistics cannot accept that.

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New facility provides support to stroke sufferers 



A NEW integrated stroke service 
set up to help people and their 
families affected by stroke was 
officially opened by Lord 
Lingfield. 

While this was the official 
opening, the centre, which is 
funded by Luton Borough 
Council with a grant from Beds & 
Herts Heart and Stroke Network 
for a 12 month period, has been 
operating since October last 
year. 

The centre supports local 
stroke survivors like Tony 
Marsden, 63, from Luton, who 
had a stroke in February 2010 
and whose ability to communi¬ 
cate has been affected as a result. 
Attending the centre has helped 
Tony and other stroke survivors 
to learn new skills and regain 
their confidence through group 
and one-to-one support. 

The service is a partnership 
between The Stroke Association, 
Luton Borough Council, NHS 
Luton, Action for Rehabilitation 
from Neurological Injury (ARNI) 
and Beds & Herts Heart and 
Stroke Network. It was devel¬ 
oped in response to feedback 
from residents affected by stroke 
who highlighted the need for 
more information about the 
condition and available help. 

As well as aiming to raise general 
awareness about stroke, the new 
service includes specialist thera¬ 
pies by ARNI instructors. 


Rehabilitation sessions are run 
once a week by three trainers, with 
six clients on the programme at 
any one time. There is also a week¬ 
ly drop-in session for those who 
have completed the programme. 

Facilities within the centre 
include cross-trainers, tread¬ 
mills, recumbent cycles, an 
upright cycle, parallel bars and 
an ergometer. 

There are also plenty of mats, 
medicine balls, gym balls, a neu¬ 
rogripper, sticks and a variety of 
handheld soft balls to help 
clients with their rehabilitation. 

The service will be expanding 
in the coming months and years 
and is expected to cater for many 
more clients at any one time, and 
to operate at other locations 
across Luton. 

Rebecca Chatterton, stroke 
development officer in Luton, 
said: “It is estimated that there 


are about 300 strokes a year in 
Luton with around a third of 
these causing moderate to 
severe long term disability. 

“We are very aware through 
our work so far, that there is a 
huge need for and real interest in 
this new facility. We are delighted 
at the positive and inspirational 
feedback we have received from 
those like Tony who attend the 
sessions.

Clinic to dose in 
dentist shake-up

A DENTAL centre in Dunstable 
will definitely close next month - 
but a new one will be opening in 
nearby Houghton Regis. 

Dunstable Health Centre, in 
Priory Gardens, will be shut by 
October 31 as it ‘no longer meets 
new and more demanding stan¬ 
dards for decontamination’. 

The Community Dental Services 
(CDS) clinic - currently one of 13 
in Bedfordshire and Luton - is 
being axed in a bid by NHS 
Bedfordshire to create a ‘more 
modern and efficient service 
from fewer clinics to ensure its 
long term future’. 

In March 2011, NHS Bedford¬ 
shire wrote to all patients using the 
service at clinics being proposed 


for closure to gain their views and 
feedback on the proposals. 

At the end of August, NHS 
Bedfordshire wrote to all affected 
patients to advise them that they 
can continue to be treated in an 
alternative CDS clinic or at a gen¬ 
eral NHS dental practice and pro¬ 
vided further information on this, 
including information on help 
with travel. 

The CDS will be writing to 
patients at the four affected clin¬ 
ics over the next couple of 
months with more information 
about future arrangements and to 
help ensure continuity of care. 

Tony Medwell, NHS 
Bedfordshire’s Head of Primary 
Care Commissioning, said: 
“These changes will enable CDS 
to provide the same full range of 
high quality services for the same 


number of patients in a far more 
efficient way. That is essential at a 
time when the NHS has to get the 
best possible value for the taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. 

“The service going forward will 
have nine clinics spread across 
Bedfordshire and Luton to contin¬ 
ue to offer good access for patients. 
It compares very well with other 
counties which, on the whole, have 
fewer clinics covering larger popu¬ 
lations and bigger areas.” 

Houghton Regis Health Centre, 
in Bedford Square, will continue 
to provide the CDS service in 
south Bedfordshire, while in 
Luton both Liverpool Road 
Health Centre, in Mersey Place, 
and Marsh Farm Health Centre, at 
The Moakes, will also do so.

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More time for new crime scheme 


BEDFORDSHIRE’S policing 
watchdog has welcomed the 
Government’s decision to 
delay the elections of police 
crime commissioners.

Indebted 
over-55s 
owe £23k

OVER-55s who contacted a 
leading debt charity owed an 
average of more than 
£23,000 on credit cards and 
loans. 

Figures published on 
Wednesday show that older 
people in Luton who were in 
touch with Consumer Credit 
Counselling Service (CCCS) 
for help last year owed an 
average of £23,573. 

The charity said that the 
situation may lead to increas¬ 
ing numbers of retired home- 
owners considering releasing 
equity from their homes as a 
means of repaying what they 
owe. 

CCCS added that the con¬ 
tinued squeeze on household 
budgets - and in particular, 
large rises in gas and electric¬ 
ity bills - has hit older people 
particularly hard, causing 
many to struggle to keep up 
with their repayments.

TO discover what lace and life 
were like in the 1600s, the 
ground floor gallery at Wardown 
Park Museum is host to a new 
‘Threads of Life’ exhibition. 

This gallery shows lace in the 
context of the times in which 
it was worn, with short videos, 
bobbins, books to read and a 
lot more. With life in the 1600s 
being very difficult for the 


poor, lace was a luxury that 
only the wealthy could afford, 
and some of this lace was 
made in Bedfordshire and the 
surrounding areas.

Until April 2012 you can see 
an amazing gentleman’s cap 
made in the early 1600s. It is 
embroidered and decorated 
with gold threads and gold 
coloured spangles.

Stuart starts to

WITH the 2011 Rugby World Cup in full 
swing in New Zealand, Luton Town should 
have easily won by a score more akin to the 
oval ball game but only managed two goals 
against Darlington with Stuart Fleetwood 
netting on his home debut. 

Ironically, after England laboured to a 13-9 
win over Argentina in a black kit, this football 
game will be remembered for a lacklustre 
performance from another Englishman 
dressed in similar attire as referee Warren 
Atkin had a game to forget. 

The man in the middle lost control of the 
game mid-way through a first half that saw a 
number of Luton players hacked down dan¬ 
gerously and inevitably led to the sending off 
of Dario’s Graeme Lee. 

Fleetwood though, will be delighted to have 
opened his account in front of his home 
crowd after setting up strike partner Danny 
Crow for Luton’s first. 

Fleetwood looked dangerous throughout 
and in an otherwise awful opening ten min¬ 
utes, he showed the hunger for goal that so 
many Hatters fans have been desperately 
craving, with a number of dangerous looking 
runs almost creating an opening chance. 

And it was through the forward that Luton 
did shape up with their first real attempt on 
goal. After a one-two failed to come off 
between the pair, the ball fell kindly into the 
path of Crow, but unfortunately his well hit 
drive sailed just high of Sam Russell’s net. 

Luton were fortunate that Greg Taylor’s low 
drive from range didn’t punish them after 
some lapse defending from Will Antwi and 
Dean Beckwith. Both defenders failed to 
close Taylor down as he raced through the 
midfield to fire straight at keeper Mark Tyler, 
who would keep a first clean sheet of the sea¬ 
son on his 100th appearance for Town. 

Robbie Willmott and Jake Howells rekin¬ 
dled their partnership down the left flank 
and the former came close to giving Luton a 
deserved lead on 24 minutes with a low, curl¬ 
ing effort awkwardly parried away by Russell. 

The breakthrough came just after the half 
hour with Crow and Fleetwood enjoying 
each other’s company in attack as the new 
man’s perfectly weighted cross was casually 
rolled home by the former. 

Darlington’s frustration was starting to 
show. Attack wise, they offered nothing and 
resorted to cheap trips and high tackles to 
prevent their opponents advancing. 

Former Hatter Liam Hatch found his way 
into the referee’s notebook for a dangerous 


challenge on Howells before Lee was given 
his marching orders after a poorly timed 
tackle on Amari Morgan-Smith earned him 
his second yellow card. 

Luton had a great opportunity to make 
their man advantage count before the break 
after Howells pulled his free kick back to 
Jamie Hand who was unmarked on the edge 
of the box, but the debutant loan signing’s 
attempt ballooned over Russell’s crossbar. 

Darlington nearly caught Town with their 
minds still in the dressing room as they came 
out for the second half and Jonathan 
Sanchez-Munoz fired a rocket straight at 
Tyler who fumbled away. 

But the effort acted as a wake-up call for the 
Hatters as they quickly turned defence into 
attack. 

A slip by Sanchez-Munoz allowed Morgan - 
Smith to race clear down the right but an 
unmarked Crow failed to keep his header 
down and the chance went begging. 

Riled by a needless yellow card moments 
earlier, Morgan-Smith cut inside his marker 
and unleashed his anger with a stinging 
drive that had Russell at full stretch to keep 
out. 

The referee’s shocking performance contin¬ 
ued into the second half when Darlington 
had a cry for a penalty waved away just after 
the hour with Ian Miller adamant that 
Beckwith guided the ball behind with his 
hand rather than his head. Atkin then 
booked Hand for what seemed like a fair 
tackle on Taylor, which means he is now sus¬ 
pended for Tuesday trip to AFC Telford 
United. 

Shortly after, Fleetwood made it a home 
bow to remember with a well-deserved goal 
on 71 minutes. The striker dropped his mark¬ 
er in the middle of the box to easily nod 
home Wilmott’s corner from five yards.

Crow had a couple of chances to make it 
three - he was first denied by Ben Purkiss on 
the line before his glancing header from 
Keith Keane’s cross whistled wide. 

Willmott then went close as his cross elud¬ 
ed everyone and required a fine diving stop 
from Russell to keep the score at 2-0, and 
Fleetwood nearly grabbed his brace as the 
minutes ticked down, with a free kick that 
shaved the post.
